ERHArs the acceptance of pedal controls is too ready. In recent years the 
pendant pedal for clutch and brake operation has been introduced without 
protest, yet the arc of travel of such pedals is in the opposite direction from 

that of the foot which depresses them. Thus at the moment when maximum leverage 
is needed for the brake, the progression of the pedal under the hard-pressed foot is 
away from efficiency. Perfect adjustment obviates this, but the maintenance of 
perfect adjustment is difficult; the “mushroom” pedal suffers no such drawback 
because its arc of travel coincides with that of the foot. 

Again, the positioning of pedals often is not ideal. Space for the left foot off the 
clutch is usually found, but adequate room between brake and throttle pedal is not. 
And if it is, the throttle is frequently so much farther from the driver than is the brake 
that the leg must be lifted appreciably to cover the vertical and sideways move of 
the foot from one to the other. In emergency braking this distance may mean a 
critical delay. 

America is rapidly abolishing the clutch pedal and getting her motorists used to 
braking with the left foot and accelerating with the right; such operation has much 
to commend it, though it is as well that the conversion is gradual. In Britain and 
on the Continent there is still much liking for the brake and throttle pedals to be so 
positioned that “heel and toe” operation of the two with the right foot is possible. 
Such a technique may be rarefied, but that is no reason why the simple provision 
of such pedal proximity should not be insisted upon. 

Last in the strictures might be the throttle response to the foot movement. So 
often the first inch or two of travel brings a barely perceptible rise in engine revolu- 
tions, while the last half-inch is the difference between idling and peak revs. This 
is a matter of linkage and leverage, and manufacturers should see that they are right. 
Likewise no self-respecting manufacturer should permit the jerky throttle operation 
that results in the engine opening up by leaps and bounds. 


Dog Days 


ODERN traffic conditions become less and less suitable for dogs, and the 

ribald answer that that 1s too bad for the dogs is not one which will meet 

with approval in a nation of animal lovers. Whether or not the English- 
man is too sentimental over the species canis should not be argued here, but we 
make the point that the motorist often suffers grievously as a result. 

How can conditions of rapid car and motor cycle traffic be adapted to live with 
the dog? There are two difficulties: one is the imstinctive swerve which most 
motorists give whenever life is threatened ahead of their front wheels, and which 
may have devastating results for other innocent road users, the second that the ideal 
of a lead on every dog that has crossed the threshold of its master’s house is hardly 
a practical proposition. The proposal to detect and punish dangerous doggery, 
contained in a tabled’ amendment to the Road Traffic Bill, was justly ridiculed by 
“Student of Politics” in our columns last week. 

The fact remains that those who live near fast but crowded modern traffic arteries 
have a special duty where they are dog owners. If their fondness for their pets is 
as complete as they like others to think, then it should ensure that their dog never 
trespasses on the trunk route running past their front gate; if not, then they should 
get rid of the dog, but how far legal compulsion should or can be brought to bear 
to achieve the best result is another matter. However, police are empowered to 
give quite forceful advice to road users who endanger others and there seems no 
reason why they should not give similar advice to dog-owning houscholders. This 
would be better than nothing, though not much. 

Motorists who swerve for animals should remember the famous advice of Mr. 
Punch: Don’t. The trouble is that practice for non-swerving is possible only when 
an animal is threatened, which is fortunately infrequent, though it occurs often 
enough to give emphasis to the call for remedial measures.

Supercharging the Family 


Car: Two Stages—Normal 


and Enthusiastic 


HIS story is about supercharging a Morris Minor 

Sometimes it is good to express opinions about this 

or that device during a first flush of enthusiasm, on 
the other hand, where machinery is concerned, it is more 
viten advisable to be a little cautious of snap assessments. 
Let is be noted, therefore, that the car which forms the 
subject of this description has, since the fitting of its super- 
harger, covered some 12,000 miles (of a total of 15,000) in 
a period of two years—figures which may be regarded as 
ufficient for trial purposes. 

While most blown cars in the ordinary user category be- 
come so in order that an already good or potentially good 
verformance may be enhanced, there seems to be no reason 
why the performance of a leisurely car should not be beefed-

The particular Morris was first registered in September 
1952, and it belongs to the lady of the house. Much of its 
mileage has been of the local shopping kind. Its nickname 
was originally Mowog, as stamped on certain small com- 
ponents and, we believe, representing the initial letters of 

the cars in the group, namely Morris, Wolseley, M.G. Th 


Many of its miles have been covered 
in local shopping and visiting but 
the Minor has also made some 
fast journeys, particularly between 
London and the Midlands, It starts 
readily and idles well enough though 
rather faster, for even running, 
than was mecessary previously 
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name later became altered to Blowog for obvious reasons. 

In the summer of 1953, an examination of the possibilities 
of souping up a Minor led us after a time to select the 
Shorrock supercharger conversion. No special technical 
analysis was made—the decision simply followed a desire 
to go the whole hog in an amateur way. There was also 
our natural impatience which could be soothed by off-the- 
shelf delivery of the Shorrock kit, and the discovery that we 
ourselves could do the installation work quite easily in the 
home garage. 

A very attractive proposition had previously been 
received involving the fitting of an A.40 engine in the 
Minor, but that was to be an elaborate conversion costing 
more than twice as much as the supercharger kit, and it 
left a rather chopped-about non-standard car, in the event 
of our wanting one day to reconvert before sale. The 
Shorrock unbolts and the original carburettor goes on the 
engine again in two or three hours; then the Minor is 
essentially in its original form once more. (Thinks: All the 
same we should still like one day to own a Morris Minor 
traveller’s car with the 1,200 c.c. o.h.v. engine.) 

Before going into more detail we would stress a point 
which has been brought home to us, namely that it is no 
good taking a soft little side-valve engine and expecting to 
produce, simply with the aid of a blower, a vehicle to match 
Jags, Astons and 300SLs. To give a fair picture, however, 
it must be added that the blown Minor offers a remarkable 
and exciting improvement over standard performance. _ It 
also offers greater flexibility, and suffers no loss of sweet- 
ness. 

To make the conversion and to try to get the best out 
of the engine teaches one afresh the plain, basic principles 
which are so often forgotten. A point is also reached when 
reason and perspective must be regained or the position 
becomes ridiculous because, of course, if you want real 
performance in the open class, we repeat, you would not 
siart with a side-valve “eight.” Having accepted these 
conditions you can start to have fun 

The fitting and servicing instructions provided with the 
supercharger are clearly expressed and adequate. They 
should be followed exactly because failure to do so may 
lead to unexpected trouble. For example, we noted that 
one inch should be cropped from the fan blades, but check- 
ing revealed that half that amount gave clearance between 
the tips and supercharger drive belts. Apprehensive about 
overheating, we took off rather less than the amount recom- 
mended and thus learnt the hard way, for the throw of the 
belts on the non-drive (top) side is more than might be 
expected at high r.p.m. One of them touched the blades, 
was deeply sliced as a result, and it cost us, in due course, 
1 new matched pair and a lot of extra work to put right

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But to return again to the instructions which are pro- 
vided, together with the blower and all its bolts, brackets, 
belts, pipes, gaskets and other fittings in return for £80 
paid. The “worst” is broken to the amateur mechanic at 
the very beginning and we admit to having been a little 
shaken on reading under the heading “ Preliminary,” “ Drain 
and remove radiator.” Fortunately this is a simple enough 
job as we were to discover; the removal of four very acces- 
sible bolts and of the two hose connections makes it possible 
to lift the whole radiator block up and out. 

Other removals are the whole of the original carburettor 
and its controls and two of the bolts from the timing case 
to enable the front mounting plate of the supercharger to 
be fitted. The actual carburettor studs must also be taken 
out but this gave us no trouble; having no stud extractor, 
we used the locked nut method. 

Perhaps the most difficult single operation was to shift 
the nut which retains the crankshaft pulley. The appro- 
priate box spanner, which is considerably larger than most 
people would have in their tool-kit, would have been an 
advantage. 

Once the engine has been cleared for action it is simply a 
matter of following the assembly instructions, starting with 
the new triple pulley for the fan and the twin belts to drive

the supercharger. The supercharger itself follows, then the 
new carburettor, and the oil and fuel pipes. The original 
fan belt refitted, together with the two new drive belts, 
and finally the radiator is replaced and refilled. 

There remain only one or two things to be done before 
the car can be used, namely to check the carburettor setting 
for slow running, fuel consumption and good starting, and 
to fit the correct metering pin for the supercharger oil 
supply. Too much oil gives a lot of smoke on starting, and 
possibly results in oiled plug The correct amount gives 
only a little blue smoke for a few seconds when starting and, 
incidentally, provides some very cylinder wall 
lubrication for a cold, petrol-rich engine 

Having started operations after breakfast on Saturday 
morning and with only one working on the car, we were 
able to make our first road test with blower fitted by tea- 
time. At least an hours could have been clipped off the time 
but for the fact that one of the through bolts provided to 
replace the carburettor studs tightened up in its threads 
On examination both bolts proved to be not more than 
possible tight fits in a non-matching thread. The studs on 
the Morris are apparently metric or Morris’ own, and the 
bolts were B.S.F. 

From the very start performance was, within limits, 
remarkably improved, but the idling setting called for some 
careful adjustment.

Having replaced the carefully ground-in valves, it is the 
head’s turn. Here again, the head, gasket and block water 
passages should be matched up and sharp edges removed. 
The head itself can be polished, but do not think of using 
a thin gasket—the compression should, if anything, be 
lowered slightly with a thick one. 

Before replacing the head, try the sparking plugs in posi- 
tion and if there is a fraction of unused thread in the head, 
smooth it off to avoid a possible hot spot. The plugs, 
originally Champion L-10s, should be the harder L~-10-Ss 
or an equivalent by another maker. 

The engine can now be built up with supercharger as 
previously explained and attention turned to ignition timing. 
The automatic ignition advance is adequate for most run- 
ning conditions but a manual override is desirable. This 
can be arranged quite easily by releasing the clamp, fitting 
an arm (we adapted a contemporary Ford Prefect compo- 
nent), Bowden cable, motor cycle lever and return spring. 
These are illustrated in the sketches. No doubt they could 
be improved on but they have served their purpose well. 

We experimented with standard alternative springs of 
different weights in the automatic ignition timing device. 
It is only a few minutes’ work to fit or replace them. We 
finished up with the original ones, having been unable to 
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An indication of how 
power is increased as 
a result of super- 
charging. The im- 
provement at peak 
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decide whether the others had improved the non-pinking 
speed range on automatic timing or not. We also fitted an 
oil-cooled coil and assume it helps. 

So far we have made no change in the carburettor, even 
though we have been told that a down-draught type, with 
accelerator pump, fitted direct on to the blower casing in 
place of the present elbow, offers considerable low-speed 
and pick-up improvement. We experimented with oils of 
various thickness in the dash pot of the S.U. carburettor 
supplied with the blower. Once again the recommended 
thin oil proved to be the best. 

There remains one more modification: the pencil-thin 
Morris rear exhaust pipe has been pulled out of the silencer 
and a slightly modified Vanguard rear pipe fitted. The 
desirability of doing this was demonstrated one day when 
the back seat had been removed and the boot lid opened 
to accommodate some 8ft poles. Under these circumstances, 
the driver could hear the exhaust outlet directly from the 
driving seat, and it sounded like a bad leak in a compressed 
air line. Obviously the back pressure was considerable,

m.p.h. in third and just over or well over 70 mp.h. in top, 
according to conditions, load, and so on. These are on 
premium grade petro! which the car requires at high r.p.m. 

Fortunately, the gear box and ratios suit the supercharged 
engine very well (this is not the case with the o.h.v. Minor). 
Calculated from tyre circumference and gear ratios, 60 m.p.h 
in third gear represents a little over 6,000 r.p.m., which 
sounds high but does not seem to have distressed the engine 
on the few occasions it has been attained. At 50 m.p.h. in 
top—a good easy cruising speed for the blown Minor—the 
engine r.p.m. are 3,310. 

The maximum speed in top gear, which is in the region 
of 75 m.p.h., is attained at near to peak power of 40 b.h.p. 
at 5,000 r.p.m. The unblown engine peaks at 4,400 r.p.m., 
when it should be giving 24.5 b.h.p. The diagram illustrates 
the increase in power due to supercharging. 

With this far-from-modest performance from a small 
family saloon, it is fortunate that the steering and road- 
holding qualities are well above the average for the type. 
The brakes, too, have proved quite adequate and the clutch 
is standing up to the job 

A Morris Minor surely sets a high standard in its class 
and illustrates the advantage of having the wheels at the four 
corners. For the owner with enthusiasm and a little prac- 
tical knowledge the full conversion, as described here, will 
present no insurmountable problems, and it is our belie! 
that many miles of entertaining and trouble-free motoring 
will follow. V. M. S. 


Some Questions Answered 


The makers of the supercharger provide a pamphlet en- 
titled “ Your Questions Answered,” and this is worth study- 
ing for anyone interested in the conversion. A few of the 
questions and a few others that have been asked may be 
answered as follows. 


1, (Q.) What has the supercharger done to petrol consumption? 


(A) Reduced it from about 38 m.p.g. to 34.4 m.p.g. in similor 
circumstances. 


. (Q.) Does the engine use a lot of oil? 
(A.) No, not a lot, but it uses more than previously—say three 
pints where before it was a quart (the car now being driven 
on an average at least /0 miles per hour faster). 


. (Q.) Is it noisy? 
(A.) No. The supercharger is almost inaudible at normally used 
speeds and passengers in the car do not notice any difference. 
At high r.p.m. and when accelerating a faint, but pleasant 
feline yowl can be detected by those listening for it. 


What is the extra power doing to the engine and trans- 
mission? 


There are no detrimental effects so far as one can tell. Wear 
appears to be quite normal except for cylinder bores which 
show less wear owing, it is thought, to the additional oil in 
the mixture when storting from cold, 


What about wear on tyres and brakes? 

No appreciable difference from standard wear has been 
detected but presumably the greater acceleration and higher 
sbeeds must have slightly increased wear on both. The 
original set of tyres on the car discussed still have plenty of 
tread at 15,000 miles. The brakes have not been relined nor 
have they required frequent adjustment. The clutch, never 
the strongest part of a Minor, behaves like that on other 
unsupercharged models. 


Has starting been difficult? 

There has been no trouble with starting but a few more turns 
of the engine ore required before it fires from cold, presumably 
because the mixture has farther to travel and fill between 
carburettor ond cylinders. 

Does the caf idle well? 

It has not been easy to obtain the correct idling setting but with 
some trouble the engine can be made to idle evenly and slowly 
A slightly faster idling speed than normal is, in any case 
preferable from the driving point of view.

Does anything have to be done to the supercharger at 
regular intervals? 

The supercharger has needed no attention at all. We even 
forgot to clean the oil metering pin from time to time as 


recommended. (The figure quoted is every !,000 miles.)

Westminster Commentary 


HE Government, represented on 
this occasion by Mr. Thorney- 
croft, President of the Board of 
Trade, revealed its policy on July 13 
towards restrictive practices in trade, 
following the majority and minority 
recommendations of the report of the 
Monopolies Commission on collective 
discrimination. Some action is at last 
promised in the field of alleged “ Star 
Chamber” courts, collective resale price 
maintenance, and the like. Briefly, the 
proposals are that the Government will 
ake power by legislation to deal with 
discriminatory trade practices by a 
system of registration and enquiry. The 
majority recommendations of the Com- 
mission for a general ban have been re- 
jected. In selected cases firms would be 
required to register, and they would have 
to convince a tribunal that their prac- 
tices were in the public interest. The 
tribunal might order the practice to stop 
or impose conditi ns or m »difications 
Cases for éarly registration would include 
agreements for fixing common prices; 
resale price maintenance would come in 
for attention by the tribunal 
The proposal that the burden of 
proving that any particular discriminatory 


agreement was in the 
should be placed on those practising it 
goes beyond the minority report. Super- 
ficially, it does not go as far as the 
majority report, which wishes to make 
such agreements a criminal offence. In 
fact, however, this system will give the 
tribunal more scope. The cases can be 
brought up and heard separately. 

The procedure of examination and 
judgment for individual price agreements 
is, of course, a long one, but the ad- 
vantage is that if a practice is condemned 
it must be dropped immediately; the 
Commission had proposed thar al! 
appeals should be heard before any bar 
could come into operation.

Vagnesium 


HAT are the virtues of mag- 
nesium immersed in the sum 

oil as a neutralizer of harmful acids? 
An oil chemist gives me an answer to 
this question from an overseas reacer 
He reckons that any corrosion visible 
on the magnesium when it is removed 
is much more likely to have been 
caused by electrolytic action than by 
acids in the oil. 

Electrolytic action is what takes 
place when you immerse two di 
similar metals in an electrolyte 
potential is set up between them, and 
if they are joined externally electri 
urrent flows from one to the 
which is the principle of the electro- 
lytic cell. The cathode escapes corro- 
ion at the expense of the anode, 
hich, in turn, is the principle used 
electro-plating. 
If water is present in the sump to 

as an electrolyte, therefore, the 
magnesium will become the anode of 
a cell in which iron or aluminium is 
the cathode. You have thus, admit- 
tedly, detected the presence of slightly 
water in the sump, but anyone 
knows that that is present without a 
detector. You have not really done 
anything very satisfactory about it. I 
reckon the magnetic drain plug, which 
attracts metal fragments, is a far more 
iseful idea.

FORD'S NEW RESEARCH 


I: has been known for some time that 


the Ford Motor Company have estab- 

lished an engineering research centre 
in the heart of the automobile industry. 
This site—in Birmingham, with a floor 
area of 58,000 square feet—is now coming 
into operation and there are already over 
200 personnel on the staff. Even at this 
early stage further expansions are already 
envisaged and an additional 25,000 square 
feet of adjoining property has been 
recently acquired. 

This separation of long-term research 
from the main factory and engineering 
departments at Dagenham has several 
advantages. The personnel are not 
burdened with the distractions which 
must obviously occur in a_ highly 
organized production plant. It is so sited 
that most of the important automobile 
component manufacturers are within a 
25 miles radius of the establishment, 
which makes for ready liaison. Addi- 
tionally, the M.I.R.A. proving ground, 
with its comprehensive testing facilities, 
is only 20 miles away. Finally there is a 
supply of labour with automobile ex- 
perience within the area. 

Although this new centre is not yet fully 
operative, a recent visit showed that there 
is already a great deal of work going on, 
and it is possible to assess its potential 
when all the equipment is installed. 
Among other things this will include 
facilities for testing engines and equip- 
ment to withstand the rigorous tempera- 
tures experienced in arctic regions. 

The project section covers complete 
vehicle design including body styling. 
There is also a tool design section which 
considers the problems for eventual pro- 
ductions. Integrated with these is a 
department responsible for design econo- 
mies, cost, and weight analysis, to study

the problems of producing components of 
the lightest weight at the required per- 
formance and cost. 

There is a wide range of engine test 
beds already in operation, including 
single-cylinder units for investigating 
fundamental problems on fuel injection 
and combustion chamber design for petrol 
and diesel engines. 

A machine shop equipped with the 
latest precision equipment can produce all 
the parts required for building of proto- 
type vehicles with the exception of cam- 
shafts and spiral bevel gears. Allied to 
this is a laboratory for carrying out 
strength and fatigue tests on all com- 
ponents subjected to stress and movement 

The establishment of this self-con- 
tained centre will undoubtedly pay off 
handsomely in the future, particularly 
when the full facilities planned for it are 
installed and operating. A considerable 
amount of tractor research is also to be 
undertaken alongside the car activities

ANY detail changes have been made in the appear- 
ance and mechanical specification of the Ford 
Consul since the British component of the Ford 
organization introduced it at the London Show in 1950, and 
since a Road Test appeared in The Autocar on April 13, 
1951. Particular interest centred on the Consul, and its 
larger-engined brother, the Zephyr, upon their introduction, 
because both models were a complete breakaway from Ford 
practice of the past, and it was clear that the cars would be 
in production for a long period to justify tooling up for such 
a radical change in design 

It follows that while the basic conception remains un- 
changed, many details have been improved in the process of 
development, based on experience of the car on the road, 
and to meet customer requirements. 

Differences in the exterior compared with the car tested 
in 1951 include a horizontal chromium-plated strip running 
the length of each side of the car, chromium surrounds to 
the windscreen and rear window, and a bonnet motif. The 
improved bumpers wrap round farther, and are of deeper 
secon. The front bumper now has a flattened portion 
against which the number plate is mounted, and the option- 
ally extra over-riders are of a different section. The 
incorporation of rear reflectors has changed the shape of the 
tail light assemblies, which additionally house the flashing 
type indicators that have replaced the semaphore signals. 
The body sealing has also received attention.

Several changes have been made in the 
appearance of the Consul since its 
introduction. Deep, wrap-round 
bumpers are fitted, and a chromium 
strip extends across each side of the

The main change in the interior—which took place some 
time ago—is a complete restyling of the facia. The instru- 
ments are grouped under a cowl directly in front of the 
driver, where they are easily seen through the upper half of 
the T-spoked steering wheel. A wide parcels shelf has been 
fitted below the facia, running the full width of the car. 
Movement of the front, bench-type seat has been increased 
to six inches; it slides easily and, sensibly, rises as it moves 
forward. Many additions have been made to the chromium 
plating, including surrounds for the rear ash-tray and the 
interior light, and strips on the door trim. Moulded rubber 
flooring replaces a plastic material and, coloured to match 
the upholstery, it improves the interior appearance. 

The engine mounting has been improved, and there are 
several modifications to the mechanical equipment itself, 
varying from chromium-plated piston top rings, an improved 
oil pump, and a double acting fuel and vacuum pump, to 
cast-iron valve tappets and improved valve stem oil sealing. 

The axle ratio has been changed from 4.625 to 4.556 to 1, 
thus gearing the car up a little and slightly reducing the 
r.p.m. at any given road speed. Revised clutch disc linings 
have been adopted, although clutch take-up on the car tested 
was not specially smooth. Rubber has been introduced be- 
tween the rear springs and the axle, and the silencer mount- 
ing has been altered to eliminate vibration. 

There are also several changes in the electrical specifica- 
tion. The rather unimpressive high frequency horn that 
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used to be mounted under the bonnet has been discarded in 
favour of a single Windtone mounted behind the radiator 
grille. The battery now fitted as standard, made by the Ford 
company itself, has a hard rubber case and Porvic separators 
instead of a compound case and wood separators, and the 
battery has a shield against engine heat. The ignition equip- 
ment includes an oil-filled coil. 

The characteristics of the Consul are widely known, both 
to owners by experience and to prospective or would-be 
buyers by word of mouth. A criticism levelled at the car is 
directed at the weight distribution, which leads to some lack 
of traction on slippery surfaces, owing to the rear wheels 
being more lightly loaded than those at the front. This 
weakness exists but, like so many reports of such a nature, 
it has tended to become exaggerated among those who have 
no personal knowledge of the car. Adhesion is excellent on 
dry roads, good in slippery conditions; and wheelspin is

likely to be encountered only when a jerky gear change is 
made from top to middle gear (of the three-speed box) on 
slippery surfaces. It is certainly not necessary to weight 
the luggage locker, as is sometimes suggested by those who 
lack actual road experience of the car. 

The Consul has considerable appeal, reasons for its popu- 
larity being readily apparent. Although of compact dimen- 
sions, the car really does seat up to six people of average size 
in reasonable comfort; many drivers might prefer separate 
front seats for reasons of support, but they have the consola- 
tion that at least the front bench-type seat, coupled with the 
steering column gear change, enables an extra passenger to 
be carried in the front when necessary. 

Performance is impressive, the ride is comfortable, and 
the handling is such that the enthusiastic owner may, when 
he feels so disposed, throw the car into corners 
that no unexpected vice will catch him unawares. In its 
current form the fuel consumption is satisfactory, the car 
tested yielding nearly 27 m.p.g., even when driven hard on

routes that included a proportion of city traffic conditions, 
and 31 m.p.g. when driven quietly. 

The exterior is pleasingly smooth and the lines are among 
the best of current quantity produced cars. There is no 
unnecessarily fussy ornamentation: the car looks right. The 
all-important addition to these virtues is, of course, that the 
price is moderate in the light of the nature and capabilities 
of the car, 

The Consul has an “over-square” engine: that is to say 
the piston stroke is less than the diameter of the cylinder 
bore. Thus, even at high r.p.m., the piston speeds are rela- 


tively low, and the engine will rev freely right up to its 


maximum without the kind of protest that suggests that it 
may “burst” at any moment. The car will cruise at around 
55 m.p.h. without sign of strain, and speeds in the sixties 
can be held without the suggestion that the engine is being 
unreasonably over-worked. The maximum speed of the car 
under consideration was slightly less than that of the 
example tested in 1951, but this was very probably the 
result of a rather stiff cross wind. Nevertheless, the 
acceleration figures were better, and the top speed was well 
over a true 70 m.p.h., which is creditable for a quantity 
produced 14-litre car with such a spacious interior.

record the behaviour of a car at or near its maximum because 
it may well be the measure of the safety margin that exists 
at any speed, and, of course, there is little to choose between 
most cars at, say, a modest 40. 

Right up to its maximum the Consul remains under com- 
plete control. It emerges from hard cornering holding a 
good line and without an unpleasant amount of roll. Always 
there are the powerful brakes to provide that important re- 
serve of safety; they can be applied even on a bend without 
any marked change in steering characteristics, unless, of 
course, the speed is such that power from the driving wheels 
is mecessary to maintain direction. The brakes are light to 
operate, and the hand brake is powerful, although the pull- 
out lever for the left hand, located under the parcel shelf, 
might be more accessible. 

There has been some criticism of the steering of the Con- 
sul It seems almost unfair to criticise the steering 
mechanism, for the action is so light, and at the speeds 
usually used by most drivers it is precise. But at the 
higher speeds, if sharp changes of direction are required in 
quick succession, the steering does leave something to be 
desired, and tends to show up the potential advantage of 


good 
steering, this model could be outstanding in its combina- 
tion of comfort and ease of control. 

The suspension is soft and comfortable without being 
spongy, the stability aided by the unorthodox form of inde- 
pendent front suspension that uses long hollow king pins 
and coil springs whose top ends are mounted high under 
the wings. It is almost indifferent to rough surfaces, which 
can be taken at various speeds without the occupants being 
jarred. There is no tendency to pitch, and vertical motion 
induced by bumps is well controlled. 

A three-speed gear box inevitably leaves something to be 
desired by enthusiastic drivers, but on the Consul the short- 
comings are compensated to a great extent by the unus

The instruments, grouped in the cowl already mentioned, 
comprise a speedometer with a total—but not trip—mileage 
recorder, light indicators for the main head lamp beam and 
the direction winkers, an ammeter and a fuel gauge. There 
is also a light indicator instead of an oil pressure gauge. In- 
strument lighting at night is controlled by a separate switch 
that is overridden by the side lamp control, so that the panel 
lights cannot be left on inadvertently. There is no rheostat, 
but the degree of illumination is adequate without being dis- 
tracting. 

Double-dip head lamps. are fitted, and the illumination 
they provide is adequate for normal night driving, although 
it falls short of the intensity required when a driver wishes 
to use fully the available performance on a night run. 

The driving mirror is well sited, and provides a better 
than average rear view. There are two sun vizors which 
may be swung to the sides when necessary. In the hot 
weather in which for the most part the car was tested, 
the ventilator, with its outlets at toe-board level, was appre- 
ciated. Additionally, good ventilation was provided by the 
swivelling windows in the front doors, which could be parti-

When factory fitted, the radio is a neat installation on the 
parcels shelf.. The controls can be reached by the driver 
or front passenger, and the speaker is also central, mounted 
above the windscreen. There are three manually tuned 
drums which, if desired, can be left tuned to the required 
stations, and then selected by switch. Reception and tone 
are excellent. : 

There is much about the Consul that is impressive, notably

detail points of design that may not make themselves 
apparent under casual inspection. The windscreen wipers, 
for example, are really effective on the curved screen; suction 
operation reduces the demands on the battery, and there is 
no tendency for them to “dry up” in the way that the 
suction type did in the past. They are driven by a vacuum 
pump that works in conjunction with the fuel pump. 
Although the rear seat is well within the wheelbase to 
provide a comfortable ride and space for good luggage ac- 
commodation, the leg room at front and rear fully meets 
the requirements of the majority of human sizes. 

For carrying capacity, economy, performance and modest 
initial price and running cost, the current Consul merits 
praise. Yet additionally it incorporates that air of “ right- 
ness” that raises it from the level of merely efficient and 
safe transport to one which earns the affection and respect 
of its owner.

COMMITTEES of experts have so far been unsuccessful in defin- 
ing the difference between sports, road racing and racing cars. 
Similarly they have, in our opinion, failed to indicate satisfactorily 
the meaning of “ production” as applied to sports cars. Hence the 
many arguments and the changing conditions at Le Mans. 

Anyone who argues that racing, whether between Grand Prix 
models or roadable sports vehicles, plays no part in improving the 
breed of the more capacious and docile mass-produced cars dis- 
plays considerable ignorance. But enthusiasts should not take the 
argument too far or they, too, will be on unsure ground. 

On these pages there is pictorial evidence concerning one conten- 
tious matter. Plainly the D-type Jaguar is in production as a sport- 
ing road vehicle, and the Le Mans cars were the same as those being 
offered to customers; this in spite of the temptation to include 
certain non-standard facilities which would have improved per- 
formance in a race of this kind. Two features which may be 
mentioned in this connection are the live back axle and the 
immensely strong cylinder block and crankcase. Being of cast iron, 
the block entails a very big weight penalty when compared with 
the light alloy blocks of certain other cars. 

These pictures were taken, without prior warning or prepara- 
tion, during a recent visit to Jaguars at Coventry in connection with 
a quite different car. Nearby, some space re-planning was in 
hand.

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FOUR OF A KIND AT 


N brilliantly sunny weather last 

Saturday, a crowd estimated at 

around 130,000 saw Coopers take 
first four places in the formula 3 race, 
Aston Martins take first four in the 
sports car race and Mercedes first four 
in the Grand Prix. After a race in 
which failures were astonishingly fre- 
quent—only nine finished out of 
twenty-four starters—Stirling Moss 
won his first Grand Prix. In the nor- 
mal way of things, perhaps he might 
not have won, but he was on his home 
ground and the hope of the enormous 
crowds was that he might be the first 
Britisher to win the RAC. GP. 
Fangio, with magnificent sportsman- 
ship, followed Moss round for the last 
64 laps, finishing half a length astern. 


CURIOUS mixture of industrialism, 

the long-established Grand National 
course and the comparatively new- 
fangled motor car create at the Aintree 
circuit an atmosphere unlike that at any 
other. The home of the ‘chase, 
its well-clipped lawns, weighing-in rooms 
and “tote,” give the impression of an 
Elizabethan room trying to acclimatize 
itself to G-plan furniture. The landscape 
is flat and, with burt few interruptions, 
from the high séats in the stands the cars 
can be seen all the way The cir- 
cuit itself is unusual in having none of the 
flat-out bends where the foremost drivers 
are shown at their very best; it is, in 
effect, a series of speed bursts terminating 
in more-or-less sharp corners. But, be- 
cause of the permanent nature of the 
stands and spectator arrangements, ter- 
races and so on, there is a feeling about 
the place, which, with the help of bunting 
and banners, goes a very long way to- 
wards capturing the colourful atmosphere 
of the Continental circuits.

The air-cooled 
engines used in these cars cannot be left 
running for long when the cars are station- 
ary, and once everyone was in position 
that almost unnatural, pre-start silence fell 
over the course. 

The five-minute signal was shown and, 
apparently, ignored, but when the card 
went up for the two-minute signal the 
tars were vigorously pushed until the 
engines fired: bedlam for a couple of 
minutes; smoke drifting casually among 
the spectators, and then the flag was down 
and the whole field tore away towards 
the first, right-hand, corner. 

Russell, keenly favoured on his form in 
practice, could be seen to go straight into 
the lead from a beautiful start before the 
castor oil smoke obscured the vision of 
those in the area of the start line. At the 
end of the first lap Russell was still in the 
lead, with Bueb close behind, then S. 
Lewis-Evans, Boshier-Jones, R. G. Bick- 
nell (Revis-Norton), and Leston. At this 
stage Parker was well back, C. C. H. 
Davis (Cooper-Norton) had left the road 
at Tatts Corner, the last bend of the 
circuit, and a number of drivers were 
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clearly feeling their way, waiting for the 
race and themselves to settle down. After 
all, at the end of the first lap there were 
still 16 to go, or the best part of 50 miles.

Macklin returned to the pits on foot, 
soaked in sweat, and, after a brief con- 
sultation with Ken Gregory and the 
regulations, enlisted the help of -Alf 
Francis and a second mechanic, who re- 
turned to the car and push-started it. 
Away it went, sounding healthy enough, 
having lost ei ght laps. On the 43rd lap 
Moss increased his lead over Fangio 
to 11 sec. 

After a long pit stop, which cost it 16 


laps, Wharton’s Vanwall went off with 
Harry Schell at the wheel, in last place. 
Hawthorn, who had had enough of the 
heat, handed over the Ferrari to Castel- 
lotti and the order settled down to: 
Moss, Fangio, Kling, Taruffi, Musso, 
Castellotti, Trintignant, and Sparken’s 
Gordini, sounding unhappy but keeping 
running; Macklin and Harry Schell 
brought up the rear—10 cars left out of 
24 starters. 

On his 59th lap, Sparken brought the 
Gordini in for a brief stop and, a lap 
later Trintignant’s Ferrari came in with a 
distorted cylinder head. Moss had 
lapped Taruffi, and Musso had ceased 
to shadow him, dropping right back 
but still in fifth position. The Van- 
wall was being driven magnificently 
by Schell; though 16 laps astern of 
Castellotti’s Ferrari, it was hanging on 
to it for lap after lap, and eventually 
managing to stay with the Mercedes of 
Moss and Fangio, though they had 
received the signal from the pits to 
reduce speed. Soon the Vanwall passed 
the Ferrari and proceeded to pull away 
from it—if only this had happened earlier 
on. The Gordini of Sparken plodded on, 
sounding rough. 


Close Formation 


From the 6lst lap the order did not 
change; Moss and Fangio went round in 
close formation and had lapped all but 
Kling. A procession it had most certainly 
become—with the spirited performance 
of the Schell Vanwall in last position to 
enliven it—but as a spectacle it was still 
splendid. The four Mercedes, running 
at speeds well within their capabilities, 
sounded as crisp and good as they had 
at the start. 

The finish was one of the finest show- 
ings of sportsmanship ever seen in motor 
racing. Slowly Fangio closed on Moss, 
as the race ran itself out. By the begin- 
ing of the last lap he was only a length 
or two astern. At the end of the lap 
the two cars came down towards Tatts 
Corner; Moss took his car round and 
swung it over to the right-hand side of 
the course, waving Fangio on and lifting 
his foot as if to say, “Come on, it’s your

Road Tests 


Defects of a New Car. After many years of implicit faith in, 
and blind acceptance of, your road-tests of new cars I have just 
had cause to ponder on their true value. 

Briefly the fact is that following the publication of your road 

test and appraisal of a new vehicle with an engine capacity of 
over two litres, I myself took delivery of a similar model. May 
I say that never before has my initial enthusiasm so quickly 
given way to consternation and mortification, for although your 
account of the car was kind and uncritical to the point of 
geniality, my own model suffered from the following extraordinary 
defects : —Firstly, the white undercoat was showing through the 
blue paint at multiple points over a large area; secondly, the 
head-lining was loose over the back seat; thirdly, there was the 
amount of leg room in the back seat usually associated with the 
mallest cars on the market, and last but not least, the brakes 
ran out of fluid and failed completely in the first few hundred 
miles! It would be germane to add that I have just received a 
letter from the company concerned requesting a return of the 
vehicle for “detailed modification to the brakes, etc.” 

I am amazed that a car manufacturer of such standing would 
illow vehicles on the road in such a pitiful state, and, I may 
say, I am just a little perturbed at the perfection of the machine 
road-tested by you. 

I shudder to think what such rotten apples must be doing to 
our overseas reputation.

Imperial Year Book 

Wide Variety of Early Models. A regular reader of The Autocar, 
I have had for some time a copy of The Autocar Imperial Y ear 
Book, printed in 1914. It is remarkable how many makes and 
models were available on the English market at that time; a 
glance at the Buyers’ Guide shows no fewer than 215 different 
makes available from Europe and America. These were obtain- 
ible in over 840 different chassis, engine and body sizes. 

The cheapest car listed was a two-cylinder, 9 h.p. air-cooled 
Gordon at £105, on which the annual tax was two guineas; the 
dearest was the 50 h.p. Itala. The annual tax on the Itala was 
42 guineas. This car had a four-cylinder engine with rotary 
valves, and was priced at £1,650. Two steam cars were listed, 
the three-cylinder Pearson-Cox, and the Stanley two-cylinder. 

Occasionally the chassis price was listed, and in some cases 
there was a difference of as little as £25 between this and the 
cost of a complete car with coachwork.

Crashes Abroad 


Post-Accident Experience. The following harrowing tale is 
perhaps of some interest to prospective visitors to the Continent, 
especially to France. On April 28 I went by car to Italy on holi- 
dav. and visited the French and Italian Rivieras. The car was 

n M.G. Magnette, newly run in. I returned on May 12 via 
the Mont Cenis Pass, spending the night at Tournes, and the 
next morning, Friday, May 13, started for Paris at 8.30 a.m. (an 
easy day’s trip). 

On a straight stretch of road near Rouvray, some 220 miles 
from Paris, a Renault Vedette approaching me tried to overtake 
a stationary lorry; although there was room enough for both 
cars he hit my left-hand side. This caused severe damage to 
the suspension and body-work of both cars; fortunately no one 
was injured. I informed the A.A. Continental Breakdown depart- 
ment, and we managed to get a lift to Paris. Now comes the 
worst part of the tale. 
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My insurance company—I had full comprehensive cover—was 
informed on the morning of Monday, May 16, by letter and 
telephone. I was told that they would handle the whole affair. 
On June 13 I wrote to the A.A. to ask if the car had arrived in 
this country, and they replied that they were still awaiting the 
insurance company’s permission to move the car. On making 
pointed inquiries to my insurers I found that they were obviously 
just waiting for something to happen. On receiving my com- 
plaint they wired their Paris agent, and on June 18 (over four 
weeks after the accident), permission was given to move the car. 
Today (July 10) the car has still not arrived at Folkestone, and 
repairs have yet to be carried out. 

So I now have a car six months old which I have not run for 
two months. No matter how well it is repaired, I know that the 
engine and transmission must be out of line; its value has been 
lowered, and I have two months’ depreciation, of which at least 
one was quite unnecessary. Although the Frenchman is agreed 
to be the blameworthy party I am told that it is inadvisable to 
sue him. The only consolation is that no one was injured

Two Drawbacks 


A Most Satisfactory Car, but... As an old motorist, I should 
appreciate a little advice fron’ one of your readers. I have owned 
many varieties of car. The one I now have, which is the second 
of its kind, is one of the most satisfactory cars I have ever had 
from the point of view of comfort of driving, lightness of 
touch required, together with one of the finest engines on the 
road. 

It has, however, two drawbacks. The boot, which is not 
over large, opens from the top, but only to a very narrow angle 
This means thar it takes a considerable effort to lift in a heavy 
suitcase, or such a package, for instance, as a case of wine, and 
still more difficult to lift it out. The second drawback is that 
it iS most certainly not draughtproof. I have tinkered about 
with this trouble on more than one occasion, but when there is 
a real stiff wind blowing, nothing keeps the wind out of the car 

I should so appreciate a line from one or two of your many 
readers with suggestions as to a car (purchase price round about 
£1,200), which could be guaranteed as absolutely draughtproof 
and which, at the same time, has a reasonably sized boot, 
opening upwards and not from the top.

Disabled Driver 


Praise for the Daimler. I would like to endorse the high 
praise given by Mr. J. F. Ward to the Daimler system of trans- 
mission, although from rather a different angle. 

Unlike Mr. Ward, I cannot claim to have twenty years’ experi- 
ence with Daimlers, having only had the pleasure of owning 
one for six weeks, in which time my car has covered over 3,500 
miles 

I would like to stress the great value of the Daimler trans- 
mission from the point of view of the disabled driver. Having 
been used to a car with the normal transmission system con 
verted to “all hand control” until just a few weeks ago, my 
enthusiasm for the Daimler increases with each day’s travel. 

My disability comprises the loss of both legs above the knees, 
but owing to the first-rate design of the Daimler driving position, 
I find no difficulty in working the left pedal, which is used only 
to change gear, with my artificial leg 

Messrs. Thomson & Taylor have converted certain controls 
—including a vacuum servo system for the brakes, with the 
operating bar just under the steering wheel, and a hand throttle 
worked by the right hand at the steering wheel. A heel rest for 
the left leg enables this to operate the gear change pedal, so 
that it is not necessary to remove either hand from the wheel 
It is worth noting that no fitting is under the car, so that 
ground clearance is not diminished, and there is no risk of 
freezing up in winter 

My Daimler Conquest coupé might have been designed for 
disabled folk. The automatic hood, enabling the car to be 
opened or closed without leaving the driving position, and the 
automatic chassis lubrication system are two points which some 
of us have dreamt about but never expected to find 

As to performance, driving the Daimler is a revelation, and 
puts a new complexion on motoring. I only wish that every 
disabled driver could have one of these fine machines—their 
extreme smoothness and ease of handling has to be sampled to 
be believed. 

Perhaps I should add that I have no connection with either 
the Daimler Co. or Messrs. Thomson & Taylor, and am merely 
a very satisfied owner of their products.

Two views of Knole, where different periods of 
architecture biend happily to make an har- 
monious home for art treasures and furniture 
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lections, rare furniture and tapestries, make it any 

day at the end of the week and spend the whole time 
at Knole, one of the largest private houses in England. It 
dates from 1456, but was greatly extended about the time 
of Queen Elizabeth’s death (1603); the property was granted 
by the Queen to Thomas Sackville, first Earl of Dorset, and 
was given to the National Trust centuries later—in 1946— 
by the fourth Lord Sackville, who leases part of it. Mixing 
the Tudor and later styles successfully, the house stands in a 
large park, part of which is open to the public, as are the 
gardens. 

The Sevenoaks district, with its woods and hills, is a 
delightful part of Kent, but if you decide to leave it, con- 
tinue to Maidstone and find the village of Otham, as marked 
on the map. The route planned is a main road one, because 
of the time factor, but motorists who are not in a hurry may 
prefer to take their cars a long way round by the prettier 
by-roads. 

Stoneacre, at the north end of Otham village, is a yeoman’s 
house dating from the late fifteenth century, and half-tim- 
bered. Two rooms only are open. 

Those who may have mental indigestion from too much 
sightseeing can now take heart, for the last stop planned is 
to see a garden and chapel. Three miles south of Dartford, 
at the village of Sutton at Hone, St. John’s Jerusalem lies to 
the east of A225. All that remains of the thirteenth-century 
Commandery of the Knights Hospitallers (a room formerly 
the chapel) is here. The garden is moated by the River 
Darent; St. John’s Jerusalem can be visited only on Wednes- 
days and it closes at 6.30 p.m.

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FOR many years to come, Stirling 
Moss’ victory at Aintree will be dis- 
cussed wherever followers of motor 
racing gather. In Stirling’s speech at 
the end of the race he said, “ Fangio is 
the greatest driver in the world.

While the Mer- 
cedes mechanics were sitting, unem- 
ployed, watching their cars, the other 
pit staffs were kept busy for most of 
the race.

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IN the current discussions about the 
high speeds reached by modern racing 
cars, whether a limit should be set on 
engine sizes in sports car races, and so 
on, nobody seems to have considered 
reaction times. After all, the one thing 
that remains constant, or roughly con- 
stant, is the time it takes to react to a 
set of circumstances and, although the 
foremost drivers can respond astonish- 
ingly quickly, it is reasonable to assume 
that their reactions cannot go on grow- 
ing quicker and quicker as speeds in- 
crease. They have obviously improved 
vastly since the days of the horse, but 
they must by now be nearing the limit. 

In the horseless carriage days it was 
not the reaction speed that mattered, 
but the time lag between when the 
driver operated a contro] and the car 
responded to it properly. As cars be- 
came more efficient and brakes, steer- 
ing and road-holding improved, the 
time margin increased in proportion 
to the quicker response of the vehicle. 
For some time after that speeds 
increased and, hand-in-hand, road- 
holding, steering and so on improved. 
Now that road-holding has in many 
cases almost reached its optimum, 
the rate of increase in speeds has out- 
stripped the rate of advance in this 
respect—returning to the state where 
human reaction time becomes the 
limiting factor. 

It is a sobering thought. 


IN no mean terms the executive com- 
mittee of the Ramblers’ Association 
has announced its regret at the Derby- 
shire county council’s decision to 
approve in principle the establishment 
of a road racing circuit in the Peak 
District National Park. In fact, the 
national council of the Association has 
carried unanimously the following 
resolution: “That this National 
Council is gravely concerned at the 
suggestion of a motor-racing circuit in 
the Dovedale area, and considers that 
such a circuit would defeat the objects 
for which this district was included in 
the Peak District National Park. The 
Council expressed its uncompromising 
hostility to the establishment of road- 
racing circuits in a national park or in 
any other comparable area of unspoilt 








countryside, and instructs the National 
Executive Committee to oppose any 
such proposals to the utmost of its 
ability.” Not much doubt about that 
The national council represents 
some 12,000 individual ramblers, 366 
rambling clubs with an _ estimated 
membership of 35,000, and several 
national societies with some 300,000 
members. Suppose there were three 
meetings a year at the proposed circuit. 
Allowing three practioe days and one 
day for the race, that makes 12 days 
out of every 365 on which the district 
would be something of a washout so 
far as rambling was concerned. If 
the meetings were successful—and 
there is every reason to hope that such 
a circuit might take on the wonderful 
character possessed by the Continental 
circuits on race days—crowds of not 
far short of 100,000 might be expected, 
together with the enormous amount of 
trade they would bring to the district 
und to the country as a whole.
